Consumption Contracted by a Libra- 
rian in Handling Volumes. 


Omaha, Neb., September 12.—(Special.)— 


A remarkable death occurred here today. 
Miss Jessie Allan, for the past twelve years 
city librarian, and one of the best in the 
country, died this morning from consump- 
tion. Miss Allan’s is a les3on which every 
city and library board may well heed. 
Dr. Summers, her physician, says that 
undoubtedly she contracted the disease 
while handling books in the library which 
had in them the. bacillus tuberculcsis, 
which got there threugh being read by per- 
sons afflicted with the discase—peorsons, in 
short, who coughed consumption into the 
epen bocks as they read them. 
Medically speaking, her family history 
is good and no consumption can be found 


tracing the family back for several gen-— 


erations. In dusting books which had been 
read by persons afflicted, Miss ~ Allan 
caught the germ from the dried sputum 
of afflicted persons. Had she heen in a 
perfectly healthy condition at the time 
she wculd have resisted the disease. 

There is a rule at the library that any 
person found to have contagiovs diseases 
or to be exposed to them shall be debarred 
from the privileges of the Hbrary Gntil 
he shali be able to bring a certificate from 
the board of health to the effect that all 
danger of contagion is past. 

Up to the time of Miss Allan’s illness 
tuberculcsis was not included on the con- 
tagious list, but since that time every 
precaution has been taken to keep the 


' books from such danger.

Figuring on the Result. 

It is a hard matter to figure on the result 
With any degree of satisfaction. At Black’s 
headquarters the talk is anywhere fron. 

It is, of course, expected that 
there will be more or less purging of the 
registry lists all along the line, but it is 
figured that the changes made in this way 
On one side will about offset those made on 
the other, so the prophets are using the 
present registry totals in their calculaticns.

“The large falling off in the cotton crop 
as compared with last year will be inore 
than counterbalanced by the great inerease 
in price which this crop is bringing c.m- 
pared with last year’s. in addition to this, 
the south has raised a remarkably iarge 
corn crop and an abundant suppty cf pro- 
visions and diversified farm products, thus 
putting the farmers of the south in tetter 
condition than for many years. Cotton mil] 
interests continue active and auring the 
week a number of enterprises huve been 
reported. The Union mills compiny, now 
running 13,000 spindles, at Union, 8S. C., will 
build a new mill to be equipped with 46,/00 
spindles and 1,200 looms at an aggreyate 
cost of over half a million dollars. A New 
York company is figuring on the Luiliding 
of a million dollar mill in the south. A 
company has been organized at Goldsboro, 
N. C., with $6,000 capital, to purchase and 
re-equip an old mill; A $75,000 company has 
been organized in Louisiana and a cylinri- 
cal-bale cotton compressing company in 
Tennessee. Among other enterprises re- 
ported for the week were a $25,000 shirt 
and pants factory at Selma, Ala.; machine 
shops and pressed brick works in the same 
state, a $250 lumber company, $10,000 tan- 
nery, a $25,000 mach.nery company, a 
$10,000 electric light plant, a $25,000 tobacco 
cultivating company and a $100,000 fertil- 
izer company in Florida, a £150,000 paper 
factory and naval stores company in Geor-

The Rout of the Goldbugs of Kentucky 
Is Complete. 


EAGER TO GET ON THE WAGON 


True Democracy Is Riding to Victory. 
Blackburn Will Be Senator and 
Hardin Governor. 


Louisville, Ky., September 14. —(Specia’.)

the west and at a velocity of not more than 
eight knots an hour. The water was com- 
paratively smooth and aside from a slight 
ground swell there was nothing to disturb 
the evenness of its surface. The sky was 
clear with only a few light, fleecy clouds 
seattered here and there and the horizon 
was hung with a misty haze, 

The two racers were cruising about at 4 
good distance from each other. The De- 
fender was well to the northeast of the 
line. She carried her mainsail, club topsail, 
staysail and jib. Half a mile or more away 
and down to the southeast was the Valky- 
rie. She was under mainsail and jib only, 
with her staysail in stops. Her club top- 
sail, that most important sail, whose prop- 
er setting is a matter of such considerable 
time and trouble, was not visible and no 
preparation to set it was observed. As it 
lacked but a few minutes to the prepara- 
tory signal, this apparent negligence was 
noted with an uncomfortable feeling of 
coming trouble, 

At 10:30 o’clock the committee boat, the 
Walter Luckenbach, which ‘had been. in 
her position to the north of the lightship, 
set the letter ‘‘C,’’ meaning that the course 
would be fifteen miles straight away and 
return. Several minutes later she set the 
compass signals ‘‘D. C. C.,’” meaning that 
the course would be east by south. As the 
wind was blowing this meant that the race 
to the outer mark would be a run before 
the wind and the return a beat to wind- 
ward. The outer mark was to be turned 
to starboard. . 

The Valkyrie, away down to the south- 
east of the line, kept on her course and 
paid no attention to the signals. 

At 10:55 a gun boomed from the commit- 
tee boat and the American boat's ensign 
went up at the fore. That was‘ the pre- 
liminary signal and gave the yachts notice 
that the preparatory signal would be given 
fifteen minutes later. All éyes turned on 
the British boat, and as no steamers were 
near the course it was expected she would 
send up her club topsail and get ready for 
the race. Great was the disappointnrent 
when no activity could be seen on Valky- 
rie’s deck. The wind, which had dropped 
to six knots, began to freshen and the 
Defender dashed through the water in 
fine style. She parted the waves with her 
bows and dashed spray on her decks. She 
cruised along to the westward of tle line. 
The course was east by south and Captain 
Haff got his spinnaker pole out for the race 
down the wind. : 

At 11:10.o0’clock the Starting signal was 
fired. The Defender was then standing in 
among the excursion fleet, on the port 
tack. She went about and stood back to- 
ward the line on the starboard tack. The 
Valkyrie eased her sheets and s*sod fear- 
ther away. It was then evident that she 
did not intend to start and a murmur of 
criticism arose. 

There was absolutely no excuse for her 
behavior, as the attendant fleet was well 
back of the line and the space for ma- 
neuvering was ample. 

Finally the Valkyrie came about on the 
port tack and stood up toward the line. At 
11:13 o’clock she broke out her stay sail, 
but made no movement to set her topsail 
or get her spinnaker ready for the run to 
leeward. 

Defender sailed well down toward the line 
Without starting her sheets, then she 
headed up toward the westward and lay to 
for a short while. Then she broke away 
once more and stood for the line. She ap- 
proached it as near as was desirable and 
then luffed up again and at 11:18 she ran 
her spinnaker boom out to starboard. As 
soon as.it was out the Spinnaker was set 
in stops and easing off her main sheets 
she started for the line. It was evident 
she would make a good close start. Mean- 
while the Valkyrie was coming along slow- 
ly under her three sails. She passed to 
the south of the mark with her boorn to 
port, ran well beyond the line, then jibed 
slowly and made for the line In a leisurely 
manner without making any move to set 
another sail. It was evident that she was 
sulking and did not intend to race and 
every one was wondering at the cause of 
such inexplicable behavior. 

The Defender was well timed and made 
@ beautiful start. The signal was given 
at 11:20:00 and she crossed at 11:20:24. As 
she did so she broke out her spinnaker. 

The Valkyrie was a minute and a half 
behind, crossing at 11:21:59, just before the 
gun denoting that the time had elapsed was 
fired. Her boom was swung off to port. 
Immediately after crossing she hauled in 
her sheets, rounded under the stern of the 
lightship and ran up to windward of the 
line, where she lay to. A few minutes later 
she took in her sails and was taken in 
tow by her tug heading back for Bay 
Ridge. 

The Defender kept on her course and 
ran out to the turning stake. As she moved 
to the turn the fleet of patrol boats formed 
a line well back of the stake and to lee- 
ward. None of the excursion steamers 
was allowed to approach nearer than half 
a mile. The Defender rounded the mark at 
1:25:58 and headed for the finish on a close 
hauled reach. The wind was then blowing 
eight knots per hour, She finished at 
4:04:15, having covered the course in four 
hours forty-three minutes and fifty-one 
seconds. Her corrected time was 4:43:43.

K Contract Let for the Construction | 


"Of am Electric Plant. - 


MILLS TO USE ELECTRICITY 


Clarke County’s Display for the Expo- 
sition Is Being Loaded for Ship- 
ment to Atlanta. 


Athens, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)— 
A few months ago the Athens Street Rail- 
jway Company gave it out as their inten- 
tion to erect an electric power plant at 
Mitchell’s bridge to generate power with 
Which to operate their railway and also 
= sell to different manufactories in the 
city. : 

Great interest centered around this move- 
fnent, as it promised the first plant for 
electrical transmission in Georgia. 

Now, however, the last hindrance has 
been removed by the letting of the con- 
tract for the entire plant to Mr. J. W. Tay- 
lor, of Atlanta, the southern manager of 
the Stillwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Com- 
pany of Dayton, O. 

Every detail of the matter was covered 
in the contract and the work of demolish- 
ing the old mill and clearing away the 
site for the new brick building will be 
rushed with vigor. The race is already 
well under way and the dam will be put 
under contract at once. 

Mr. Taylor assured the company that 
every piece of machinery would be in place 
ready to generate the current that will 
make Athens hum by the time specified in 
the contract, November 20th, and upon the 
strength of this assurance the proprietors 
of the Electric cotton mills, who have 
watched every move of the power company 
closely, started out immediately to come 
plete their organization and begin work in 
earnest. 

Within the next ten days work will begin 
‘on the new cotton mill building, which will 
be located just outside the city limits and 
in a few short months the hum of ten 
thousand spindles driven by powerful eclec- 
tric motors will effect a change that prom- 
ises great things for Athens. The Classic 
City will have the honor of giving to 
Georgia the first cotton mill driven by 
electricity. 

At the power plant every piece of ma- 
chinery will be of the most modern design 
and of the finest construction; and the 
plant will embody the latest achievements 
in mechanical and electrical engineering. 
The alternating system of power trans- 
mission will be used and lights and power 
will be supplied to all parts of the city 
from the same wire. The present 
dynamo of the street car company will 
be moved to the new station and with am- 
ple power to drive it will move the com- 
pany’s cars easily and smoothly on the 
steepest grades. 

Altogether Athens will benefit largely 
from this great work of her street car 
‘company which has already demonstrated

THE TRAIL WAS COLD. 


DOGS COULD NOT FOLLOW THE 
WOULD-BE ASSASSIN.

Dr. Taylor Charters a Train and Sends 
Forty Miles for 
Hounds. 


Thomasville, Ga., September 12.—(Special.) 
The attempted assassination of Dr. Tay- 
lor last night by an unknown party ts 
still shrouded in mystery. There is not the 
slightest clew as to who fired the shots. 

As soon after the shooting as possible, 
the sheriff had dogs on the track, but 
they were young ones and did not work 
very satisfactory. A special train was 
chartered by Dr. Taylor and sent down to 
McReed convict camps. in Lowndes coun- 
ty, forty miles east of here, for his dogs. 
The train made a mile a minute on the 
run and before 4 o'clock this morning, Mr. 
McReed had his dogs at the scene of the 
shooting. These dogs are the best in the 
country, but the ground over which the 
assassin ran had been walked over 6&0 
often by the crowd that the dogs could 
not work, and after trying it for af 
hour, the chise was abardoried. The offi- 
cers sre do‘ng everything possible to catch 
the fugitive, but are groping entirely in 
the cark. 

Dr. Taylor is one cf the most prominent 
citizens of Thomasville and the attempt 
made to murder him has aroused the feel- 
ings of the people to the highest pitch. 


CAPTIVE BALLOON BURSTS 


During the Military Maneuvers at 
Stettin. 


Stettin, September 12.—The military ma- 
neuvers. were renewed this morning. The 
northern army, commanded by the emperor 
in person, stormed and captured Sparnfelde 
Heights. The third army corps were check- 
ed from out-flanking the second corps oy 
the strong intrenchments of the latter. 

During the operations a captive balloon 
burst at an elevation of 600 metres and 
fell swiftly to the ground. The offiver 
who was occupying the balloon for the 
purpose of observing the movements of 
the troops had his leg broken and was 
otherwise injured by the fall. 

At the conclusion of today’s maneuvers 
the emperor ordered the troops to march 
past Emperor Francis Joseph, of Austria, 
who afterwards led his regiment of hussars 
past the Kaiser. The Austrian emperor 
later expressed his supreme satisfaction at 
the selection of the ground for the ma- 
neuvers and the conception and develop- 
ments of the military operations. He said 
that on the march the German troops were 
faultless and that even the privates showed 
knowledge of how to make use of every 
possible resource to cover their movements. 

The Austtian kaiser bestowed nearly 200 
decorations upon German officers. 

Three French officers in civilian dress 
were present as spectators of the ma- 
neuvers.

In His Ante-Mortem Statement Mont- | 
gomery Seid His Wife Held Him 
While He Was Stabbed. 


fRome,'iGa., September 12.—(Special.)— 


An inquést was held today on the body of | 


Thomas Montgomery, who died from his 
wounds at Agate yesterday. The evidence 
introduced showed that Montgomery and 
his wife had been wraagling over tales 
which had been circulated, charging him 
with having caused the death of his first 
wife to whom he was devoted. 

About 2:30 o’clock in the morning Mrs. 
Montgomery rose and lighted a lamp. 
Young Harry Wilson, Montgomery's step- 
son, had threatened to kill somebody and 
leave the country the day before and had 
purchased a dirk .n Rome. He had sharp- 
ened it to a keen edge. 

Suddenly a white man, according to 

Montgvmery’s ante-mortem § statement, 
with drawn knife, appeared and said, 
“T’ll stop this thing,’”’ and stabbed Mont- 
gomery in the left shoulder. Montgomery 
struck at his assailant. Wilson started to 
run 

Mrs. Montgomery caught both her hus- 
band’s arms from behind, while Wilson 
turned back, stabbed him three times more 
—twice through the lungs and once 
through the right arm. Montgomery called 
for help and fainted from loss of blood. 
The mother and son ran out. She went 
with him to the railroad, saw him safely 
out of the way and then called for help. 
When the neighbors arrived they found 
the floor covered with blood. Montgomery 
was moved to his brother’s home where 
he lingered until yesterday. A_ verdict 
was rendered charging Harvey Wilson 
with the murder; Mrs. Juanne Montgom- 
ery as accessory. Wilson is supposed 
to be in hiding near his old home in Chat- 
tooga county. Mrs. Montgomery remained 
a few days after the cutting but being in 
delicate health went to the home of her 
father, Rev. W. 8S. Garner, in Chattooga 
county. All the parties are highly respecta- 
ble and feeling is intense egainst Wilson 
and his mother.

Milledgeville, Ga., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Mr. C. L. Case, a prominent business 
man and until recently the junior partner 
in the hardware firm of Wilson & Case, 
died at hés home in this city at 10 o’clock 
Tuesday night after a short illness. 

Up to less than three months ago, Mr. 
Case was in the vigor of.a robust young 
marhood. Suddenly he was stricken with 
mixoma.

Injured His Little Sister. 
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ig DIED LATE YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


fhe Car Was Bumped by Some Switch- 
ing Cars on the Southern—Ran 
Almost to the River. 


Fleven-year-old George Adams and his 
gine-year-old sister, Senoia Kate Adams, 
met a trazic death by being run over -by a 
wid car on the Southern railway yes- 
terday. The bey was instantly killed and 
pis sister died at ths Grady hospital from 
fnjuries received sbvertly after 6 o’clock 


jast night. 

The frightful accident occurred on a 
figh trestle over Rhodes street in the 
gestern part of the city. The children 
were run over by a heavy oil tank car 
ghich became unmanageable several blocks 
away and rushed down the tracks on Its 
mission of death. The car gained a tre- 
-mendous velccity and ran beyond the 
‘Chattahoochee river, over seven miles 
‘from the city, before it stopped. 

The unfortunate children were on their 
way from: school and were within sight 
ef their home at 121 Mangum street when 
the runaway car bore down on them and 
yan over both. The boy was frightfully 
mangled about the head and body and the 
giri received injuries from whicn it was 
jppossible for her to reccver. ‘che boy's 
head was crushed into nothingness and 
only the skull on one side of it remained 
when the car had passed over him. The 
little girl's limbs and arms were mangled 
and when she was taken to the hospital 
little hope for her recovery was felt by 
the physicians in charge. She died after 
gix hours of excruciating pain. 

The children attend the morning session 
ef the Marietta street school. They were 
dismissed at about 12 o’clock yesterday 
‘and started to their home on Mangum 
gtreet, some distance away. Since .the 
schools have opened the railroad tracks 
have been used as a footpath by many 
children living in the section of the city 
near Mitchell street, it being a more di- 
rect route than by the crooked streets in 
the western part of the city. George and 
Kate Adams have been among these who9d 
go and come from school ty way of the 
railroad tracks and they were returning 
that way yestcrday. 

Killed on a High Trestle. 

There is a very high trestle over Rhodes 
street on the Southern railway and from 
it the home of the ¢dams children can be

ly after noon yesterday and started across 
it they saw bearing down on them with 
great speed a big oil tank car, and before 
they could get off the track the car ran 
@ver both. It is thought that the young 
boy attempted to save his sister by push-

“fo one except a negro boy was looking 
atthe children at the instant the car struck 
them, although several people were report- 
ed as having seen the horrible accident. 
When the people in the vicinity reached 
the scene of the accident on top of the 
trestle near the north end they saw a: sick- 
ening sight. The young boy lay on the 
tracks a frightful mass of blood and man-

Sent to the Hospital. 
he Grady hospital was notified of the 
accident by telephone shortly afterwards, 
aad in a few minutes the ambulance was 

m the scene. The girl was picked up and 
quickly carried to the hospital in the 
hope that she could be saved, but her life 
Stadually departed until after 6 o'clock, 
When the end came, 

The young boy was killed instantly and 
itis probable that he never breathed after 
being struck. His mangled body was left 
o the tracks until nearly 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, guarded by Officers Black- 
Sone an‘l Harris. The body was finally 
tfemoved to the home of the boy’s father, 
Where an inquest was begun about 5 o cluck 
yetlercuy aiternoon. 

The runaway oil car continued on 
ts flight through a thick network of 
tracks until it passed out of the city and 
finally stopped at a grade beyond the 
Chattahoochee river. That the main line 
track on which the car went was clear 
of trains for that distance was considered 
Miraculous, the track being one almozt 
always in use. Before the wild car got 
entirely out of the yards it narrowly miss- 
ed running into a switch engine, the lat- 
ter being sidetracked just in time to allow 
the car to pass. When the runaway left 
the city it was traveling at a rapid rate 
of speed and was gaining momentum all 
the time, the main line track of the South- 
eth heing on a down grade from the city 
to the river. : 

The Car’s Fated Run.

IT BELONGED TO JOE GATINS 


Forrest Adair Gives Some Ideas Re- 
garding the Possibilities of a 
Courthouse Annex. 


If the present plans of the county com- 
missioners do not miscarry there will be a 
new jail on the one hundred and twenty 
feet adjoining the present courthouse, and 
there will also be an annex to the court- 
house erected as a front @o the jail build- 
ing. 

A direct tax having been levied, the next 
move in the new jail matter was the pur- 
chase of a piece of property next to the 
Heinz property. This land fronts seventy 
feet on Pryor and runs back one hundred 
and eighty-two feet. The owner of it until 
yesterday morning was Mr. Joe Gatins, 
but yesterday he gave the commissioners a 
deed to it in consideration of the sum of 
$25,000 cash. 

In comparison with the amount gaid for 
the Heinz property the purchase of the 
Gatins property was a splendid bit of 
financiering by the board of commissioners. 
The Heinz property is only fifty feet front. 
Three years ago it was purchased for 
$32,000. Yesterday a piece of land, having 
had three years for adding value, and con- 
taining twenty feet more front than the 
Heinz property, sold for $25,000. 

The county has had an option on this 
property for some time and when it was 
finally decided that there should be a new 
jail the possibility of its being built upon 
the property adjoining the courthouse made 
the purchase appear desirable. 

It has not been fully determined upon, 
however, as to where the new jail is to be 
built. The county has no desire to retain 
the property on Frazer if purchasers can 
The residents of the ward in 
which the present jail is situated are not 
desirous of having a new jail built on the 
site of the old one, and it is understood 
that a move is now on foot whereby the 
property will be purchased by these resi- 
dents. 

It was Mr. Forrest Adair, the chairman of 
the public buildings committee, who engi- 
neered the trade with Mr. Gatins, and he 
is very much in favor of putting the new 
jail, with the courthouse annex, on Pryor 
street. He has some splendid ideas as to 
what the new jail should be and must be, 
and some very vigorous opinions as to the 
lack of room in the present. stuffy court 
quarters. 

If the ideas of Mr. Adair are carried out 
the citizens will have no cause for com- 
plaint and Fulton county will have as com- 
plete a jail as any progressive municipali- 
ty could possibly desire, 

A Talk with Commissioner Adair. 

“If the commissioners succeed in selling 
the Frazier street property,” said Commis- 
sicner Adair yesterday, ‘“‘the new jail and 
a courthouse annex will be erected on the 
county’s propemy adjoining the present 
courthouse. If that property is not sold it 
it impossible to say just what will be done. 

“If it is decided to build the jail on the 
prseent site it will be impossible to build 
a courthouse annex in conjunction with 
it and a splendid combination will be de- 
stroyed. 

“Of course I cannot speak for the other 
commissioners in the matter of the new 
jail, or of any plans, as we have decided 
upon nothing. According to my views on 
the subject, the jail and courthoypse an- 
nex should be built on Pryor street. The 
new’ jail could be erected in the back por- 
tion of the lot. The building could be made 
three or four or five stories high, as the 
necessity for room became apparent after 
a closer examination of all the details. 

“The basement could be used for the 
kitchen, for the storeroom and for placing 
the heating apparatus. On the first fleor 
would be the jailer’s quarters and officers. 
On the second floor would be the male 
prisoners. My idea is to have separate 
places for the white minors 4nd the black 
minors, and also separate places for the 
negroes and whites. The white women and 
negro women should occupy separate quzar- 
ters also. Then the cells for murderers 
should be rather remote from the others. 
Every atcention will be paid the sanitary 
part of the building. There will be baths 
and all the necessary sanitation and light 
and ventilation. There will be a place for 
exercise and the prisoners will be compel- 
led to take it. 

It Is Very Badly Needed. 

“On the same property, in frent of and 
connecting with the jail building, I am in 
favor of building a courthouse annex. In 
the annex would be the criminal superior 
court and Judge Westmoreland’s court. At 
present the county has its courts scattered 
from the basement to the roof, and in a 
building a block away. 

‘With these two courts in the annex the 
prisoners coud be conducted to trial without 
any publicity. Connected with each court- 
room would be a jury room, judge’s chum- 
bers, solicitor’s office and an office wiere 
an attorney could consult his client. 

‘“‘An important feature of the court work 
is the stenographic reports. The steno- 
graphic department, of which Mr. Cooledge 
is the head, is sadly in need of proper quar- 
ters. The stenographers would be given 
ample room. A room for the grand jury 
and one for the county commissioners 
would be arranged for in the annex. The 
sheriff's; ofice would be removed to the 
annex also. 

‘With the commissioners out of the office 
over Tax Collector Stewart's office, Tax 
Reggiver Armistead could move in there. 
These two departments are very close in 
everything, and it would be a matter of 
much convenience if they were near each 
other. 

“This then would leave Judg@ Van Epps, 
Judge . Lumpkin, Ordinary Calhoun and 
Clerk nner. The basement would be left 
for pubfic meetings, as it is not fit for any 
length transaction of business. lkven 
with all the courthouse at their command 
the four officers left would have no rvom 
to spare. Fulton county is growing and the 
court records are growing accordingly. and 
Clerk Tanner is pressed for room and the 
need is increasing in stress each day. 


“All this is a suggestion of what I would. 


like to see done and what I hope to see 
done. Fulton county is progressive and the 
work should be carried out accordingly.”

“Employes who have not been in the 
service for one year may receive like 
transportation in the discretion of their 
superiors. 

“Anplication for leave of absence should 
be made now. W. H. BALDWIN, JR., 
“Third Vice President.’’ 
It is a policy that should be taken up 
other railroads at cnce in order 
o give their employes a chance to visit 
the exposition without any serious loss. to 
themselves. . 

It is not easy to calculate the great nun- 
ber of persons that could be accommo- 
dated in this way. The railroad employes, 
if they could get off for a stay at the ex- 
position, could give pleasure to their entire

The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., September 12.-.The Iron. 
Trade Review says today: “The expected 
advance in steel has just been announced. 
it is $4 a ton and brings the Pennsylvania 
price to $28, with the western bars $29. With 
the duties 7.84 the new price may give for- 
eign mills a chance at business on the At- 
lantic coast, but it need not be expected 
that eastern mills will let the schedule stand 
in the way of meeting competition that 
may threaten on the seaboard. Railroads 
whose purchases have been under advise- 
ment lately have allowed the market to 
get away from them, but it will only be 
repeating history to have liberal buying on 
advancing prices. The transactions of the 
past week in iron and steel, while they 
further demonstrate that the east is going 
conservatively and that buying has stag- 
nated there have emphasized the well-sold 
condition of southern and central western 
furnaces. Some further sales of southern 
low silicon iron to go into basic steel are 
reported. Chicago has taken over 20,000 
tons. Pittsburg is negotiating for a tur- 
ther large block and the Cleszsland district 
is likely to be a considerable purchaser. 
Bessemer pig has had a much larger sale 
in the Pittsburg district and the valleys 
than in the preceding week. Sales for 1895 
delivery have been made at from $16.75 to 
$17, vailey furnaces. Foundry graces from 
southern furnaces for delivery this year 
are scarcer with each week and leading 
sellers are teking no early delivery orders 
for gray forge or southern softeners.

The Anti-Negro North. 


From a New York Lettér. 

Mr. Thorne is editor of The Globe Quar- 
terly Review, which is published in this 
city. Mr. Thorne was once an abolitionist. 
But here is what he has to say now in 
his magazine about the Afro-American: 

“The negro—above all the southern ne- 
gro—will not work except under the lash. 
For the last twenty years he has been a 
loafer, a thief and an immoral fungus upon 
the fair life of our southern lands.” And 
what does Mr. Thorne propose under the 
circumstances? Re-enslavement or expul- 
sion! He says: ‘‘The negro must be made 
to work or g0; nothing but some sort of 
re-enslavement can make him work, there- 
fore he must be re-enslaved or driven from 
the land.’"’ Is there manifested a dis posi- 
tion on the part of the northern press to 

‘Jump on’’ Mr. Thorne for this utterance? 
Not much. But suppose a prominent 
southern editor had said it? However, no 
prominent southern editor would say it. 

The ex-abolitionist’s intemperate lan- 
guage is another indication that the more 
the yankee learns and sees of the negro 
the less he likes him. He still sheds tears 
when the negro is lynched in the south, but 
he hdips lynct’ him in the north on oc- 
casfon; and the occasion will be more fre- 
quent as the negro population in the north 
increases. The innate bestiality of the 
negro and his incapacity for moral or in- 
tellectual eminence are becoming alarm- 
ingly apparent to the northerners and 
what to do with him is getting to be a 
serious question with them. There was a 
time when negroes made excellent ser- 
vants; that time has in many localities, 
and especially in-towns, long passed. The 
city darky is too often found to be utterly 
untrustworthy, and now most city people 
greatly prefer white servants. But if the 
negro can't get employment as a servant 
what is he to do in this rude northern cli- 
mate, with his laziness and lack of brains? 
Clearly, he is in danger of starving or go- 
ing to jail. Perhaps the time is not dis- 
tant when the north will went to keep 
out the’negro as it keeps out the China-

He Gives the Exposition a Completely 
Equipped Postoffice. 


SERVICE TO BE THE BEST 


| 
Stamps and Money Orders Will Be 
Sold and Registered Mail Deliver- 
ed—A Splendid‘ Feature. 


In a corner of the transportation build- 
ing, neatly partitioned off from the outside 
world, a postoffice has been established by 
the United States government. 

The establishment of the postoffice has 
been planned for several days and Post- 
master Fox has been considering the locz.- 
tion since he was advised by Washington 
officials that the office would be a cer- 
tainty. 

Yesterday Chief Inspector Whitesides, of 
Chattanooga, and Traveling Inspector V il- 
liam C. Baird reached the city. In company 
with Dr. Fox they spent the entire cay 
on the exposition grounds with the purpose 
of locating the place where the office would 
be established. Several sites that had 
been considered were visited during the 
day, and late in the afternoon it was ae- 
cided that the home of the office snould 
be in a corner of the transportation Lviid- 
ing. 

The new office, which will be under the 
supervision of Postmaster Fox, will be 
neatly cut off from the building by part- 
tions and the headquarters will be just 
as cozy and convenient as it is possible to 
make them. In the office will.be nine at- 
taches—a superintendent, three clerks, 81x 
carriers. The detail work of the office will 
be as thorough and complete as it is in 
the city. Stamps will be sold, registered 
packages and letters will be received and 
delivered and money orders on ail pvuints 
will be bought and sold. In fact, the office 
will be just the same as the Atlanta office, 
possessing every convenience and arrange- 
ment with the exception of the lock boxes, 
which will not be necessary at all. The mail 
will be carried to the office from tne At- 
lanta office, and will be delivered by car- 
riers, that is all mail that is directed to 
the buildings or in care of any exhibitor. 
The mail that is not directed to any special 
place will be placed with the general de- 
livery clerk and will be called for at tne 
window. 

Every convenience known to the govern- 
ment will be in service and visitors will 
have no trouble in getting their miil 
promptly. The stamp window will be in 
charge of an experienced clerk, so will 
be the money order department. Just as 
fast as the mail is received it will be 
distribuied and the letters and pacxiges 
that are intended for the buildings will be 
p-omptly delivered by the carriers to all 
portions of the grounds, Other mail will 
be placed in the general delivery und will 
be given out just as called for. 

The orice will be under the special dir2c- 
tion of Inspector Whitesides, who will be 
assisted by Traveling Inspector Baird. The 
office will probably be established by Sat- 
urday afternoon. The work on the partition 
will have te be completed before the weffice 
is moved into andj the supplies, which will 
be taken from the Atlanta office, will have 
to te got together and carried out. 


Will Render Excellent Service. 

The service given by. the government 
will undoubtedly be the best ever had at 
any exposition. 

The mail boxes intended for use on the 
grounds have been on, hand fof several 
days and will be put up just as soon 
as the exposition authorities place in po- 
sition -the posts that are to support the 
boxes. There will be fifteen 6Béxes in afl, 
and they will be placed at every building 
and in all. public places. 

The mail will be collected several times 
each day, and will be carried by the car- 
riers to tne postal car, from Which ‘t will 
be worked direct to all outgoing trains, 
The mail will not be carried through the 
Atlanta postoffice, as this would only cause 
delay. It will be taken direct from the 
postal car at the grounds and piaced on tine 
outgoing trains. 

“The exposition office will be complete in 
every way,’ said Inspector Whitesides, 
‘“and-we will be able to care for every. 


piece of mail that will pass throug our 
hands. The registry department, the money 
order and stamp winduws will be in charge 
of experienced men and we will be pre- 
pared for any, rush. 

“The office will probably be opened Sat- 
urday afternoon, possibty Monday morn- 
"Fine postal car will not be placed at the 
grounds before next Tuesday, as the men 
are so rushed that the necessary. track ar- 
rangements cannot be laid before that 
time. 


BEFORE THE FAIR. 


The exposition grounds are warm these 
energetic days. They are so warm thai 
even the ‘rrilbys have weary expressions 
and one of them had to have her right arm 
resoldered yesterday. In the middle of 
the grounds, beside the fountain that is, 
as yet, a dust heap, the heat is intense 
enough to cook beefsteak in truly boardiny 
house styleg i. e., fried hard. But what 
wonders this weather is doing for the exte- 
riors of the buildings! Paint is flying right 
and left, and hammers and nails are the 
most: apparent articles on the -grounds. 
“he roads are catching it, tco. Several 
miles have been put in shape this week, 
and the road roller is continuing its wild, 
erratic rushes round and round the grounds. 
Sheriff Callaway is getting into a position 
around behind the manufactures building 
where he can serve barbecue fit to feast 
a king. Possibly that is the reason for his 
title of ‘‘King’’ Callaway. 

Even the tin roof of the Georgia building 
is being tored down. It glared like an an- 
gry schoolmaster when first put up, but 
an army .of men are soothing it with a 
ccat of green paint, so that it really looks 
quiet now. But I can’t see why the log 
cabin with the Buffalo-Bill-show appear- 
ance has been planted in the angle at the 
foot of the Georgia state building. It is 
certainly not artistic, and if it were in- 
tended to call attention to the growth of 
Georgia it certainly does not succeed. It 
looks like a left-over, as if the superin- 
tendent had not had time to remove it. 
That chimney, now, with which it is deco- 
rated: it, looks painfully stagey—like the 
gulch. scene in ‘‘M'liss,”’ for instance. T 
really believe that the grounds would look 
better for its removal. 

But the ‘magnificence of the log cabin 
pales before that of the “golden door’ 
which forms the entrance to the Georgia 
manufactures building down in the corner 
in front of the negro building. There is 
a superb glow about the doorway to the 
Georgia manufactures building that quite 
eclipses anything on the grounds. It is 
of a totally different color from any of the 
other buildings, and its early Norman or 
late Saxon style of architecture is unique 
in the extreme. I am only sorry that the 
Georgia manufactures building is not in a 
more ‘‘conspicherus” place, as the old lady 
would say. 


And Costa Rica is all right. I got down 
there yesterday afternoon and found Senor 
Mangel smiling and warm. Very warm 
was the senor, but in high spirits. The 
building was airy, but the office was warm, 
so warm that Senor Mangel asked if Amer- 
icans would like to drink some Costa Rica 
drinks. One of the main characteristics of 
Americans is to say “yes” under such 
circumstances, and so, accordingly, Senor 
Mangel sent for some orchata. Now, or- 
chata is a new drink, and I never tasted 
anything so delightfully cool in my life. 
It is strictly non-alcoholic—I mean that— 
and has a slight pungent flavor which is 
extremely refreshing... The Americans 


and Senor Mangel smiled more and more 
and more, and looked most delighted that 
the Americans liked his drink. He is one 
of the most delightful men on the grounds 
and the essence of hospitality. His or- 
chata is a little bit of the nectar that the 
gods left when they climbed from Mount 
Olympus into Valhalla, or wherever it 
was that they went. I predict that orchata 
will have Atlanta before the fair has been 
open a week. 


“The new cedar buckets, the brass-band- 
ed buckets, the beautiful buckets in for- 
estry hali,” are enough to make the lover 
of nice woods go wild with envy. Dr. 
Day has tried to get the top one, a curly 
cedar, but some one has forestalled him. 
The bucket exhibit scents the whole for- 
estry 
lightful. I know of nc more pleasant odor 
than the pungent one of rea or white cedar. 
It is a healthy odor, and reminds one of 
the dim green fastnesses of wild wood- 
lands and the poetry of complete rest. 
There is a heautiful lot of highly polished 
wood in the east end of the forestry hall 
that makes me want to furnish a house at 
once, 


The eccentric spelling on the outside of 
the German village is retained. Perhaps 
it’s all right—half the people won’t know 
what it is, any “way, and the other half 
won't care. Inside the village are large 
stacks of round wooden tables and many 
chairs, some evergreens in tubs and a 
band stand. Doesn’t that presage great 
_erjoyment for some’ one? 


And the ostriches came, and they saw, 
and I understand that they conquered a 
wis and several watch chains, but that is 
hearsay. At any rate I saw them eat 
large sections of watermelon with more 
avidity than most colored people would 
dispiay. And after an ostrich has juggled 
a plece of melon out of sizht, he lovks 
gutitiiv at the spectators and winks. Then 
he goes over and puts his head in the 
water trough. He gets his mouth rull of 
water, swoshes it around a little, and 
suddeniy shoots up his head as far as he 
can. The velocity of the head is not trans- 
ferred to the water quickly enough, and 
the result is that by the time the head has 
reached the desired height, the water is in 
the ostrich’s stomach, Purely a matter of 
thysical force. 


With the mystic maze on one side and 
the Chinese village and the beauty show 
on the other, running rot in various shades 
of ochre and ultramarine biue and crushed 
raspberry, I am afraid the incautious trav- 
eler on the Midway will be afflicted with 
astigmatism or strabismus before he gets 
fairly in. Such a horrible mess of conflict- 
ing shades I never saw and never hope to 
see again, though I suppose I may often 
during the exposition. Even the camera 
obscura will not be’ able to compass them 
all. These verses will explain themselves: 


They come from the north and the cultured 
east, 
_ They come from south. and west, 
And the Midway is waiting to give them a 
feast 
And a place where their feet may rest. 
These fakirs and dancers and cappers who 
plan 
‘To wheedle the cautious dime 
From ‘the purse of the hard-worked coun- 
try man, 
Who's out for a high old time. 


When the,sun has gone down in his usual 
iblaze, 
And tthe night comes on spangled wings, 
Then all of 'the Midway’s# mystic maze, 
Prepares for all sorts of things. 
Wihen you ‘tread this Bowery after dark, 
In the arc light’s fitful glare, 
You'll not care a fig for the rest of the 
park, 
You'll know that it’s all right there. 


Then ‘here’s to the Midway kaleidoscope, 
And its myriad ‘hives of fun; 
Oh! there is no placegfor the sad to mope, 
When ‘the bustling Miay is done. 
In the mystic whtrl‘of mystic sound, 
Your spirits are bound "to be gay— 
Long life to its gay@ty’s merry round! 
Long life to the street where the fakes 
abound! 
Than ancient philter more potent com- 
pound— 
That terrace they call Midway. 


California’s. building has walked up in 
more lively style than any building on the 
grounds. It is about finished, and inside 
are stuffed birds and cases of dried apples 
and other things. The dried apples im- 
pressed! themselves’ on me more forcibly 
than anything else—it .was before I had 
met Senor Mangel, of Costa Rica—and I 
wondered how much dried apples there 
would be if the roof should happen to leak. 
However, some of those California exhibits 
will be rarely beautiful, and the fruits 
are fine. There is a pumpkin that would 
indeed make a carriage for Cinderella, and 
a good sized Cinderella, too, and a stuffed 
bear and an eagle and all sorts of things. 
This building, with its quaint mission style 
of architecture, is in plain sight from the 
park in ‘the center of the grounds, and will 
be very conspicuous, It deserves its con- 
spicuousness, though. GARNSEY.

MACON IS RIGHT IN IT 


It Will Afford the Sport-Loving Vis- 
itors to the Exposition an Oppor- 
tunity To Have Some Fun, 


' 
Ninety days’ racing at Macon, commenc- 


ing on October Ist, will furrish a palatable 
side dish to the sporting element that will 
pour into Atlanta during the exposition. 
The meeting is now an assured thing. The 
“bang tails’’ from the north, east, south 
and west are going in large numbers to the 
Macon track to contest for the purses 
hung up. 

The mecting will be given under the aus- 
pices of the New Southern Racing Associa- 
tion, which Mr. L. N. Boone, of Boston, is 
now establishing in the south. It is pro- 
posed to form a circuit with Macon, Co- 
lumbus, Jacksonville and possibly Muont- 
gomery to swing around for ten days or 
more every fall, and, as the movement 
grows and strengthens, to bring in other 
cities where tracks can be made to pay. 

Mr. Boone is at the head of the move- 
ment. He is a well-to-do and widely known 
turfman, owning several prosperous 
“strings.’’ 

He was in Atlanta several days ago and 
took a run down to Macon to further look 
after the approaching meeting. He is ex- 
pected back this morning. It might. be 
stated that the EBastern Turf Association is 
backing Mr. Boone in his undertaking to 
put fall racing in the south on a permanent 
and firm footing. 

In conversation with a local turfman yes- 
terday he stated that there would be a 
hundred ‘‘strings’” down at Macon, among 
them the “cracks” from the east and 
west. Everything points to good and fast 
going. The programme is now being ar- 
ranged by Manager Boone, who has, by the 
way, secured Judge Hatch, of St. Louis, 
to manipulate the flag and get the “‘bang 
tails’’ off properly. The latter is now east 
in the interest of the Macon mgeting. He 
will be through Atlanta next week en route 
to the Central City. Every turfman in the 
country knows Starter Hatch either person- 
ally or by reputation. His work at the 
approaching meeting will be satisfactory. 

Macon is less than two hours’ ride from 
Atlanta. The Southern proposes to put on 
a fast train between there and here—re- 
sume the ‘‘Nancy Hanks.” By this service 
the sports can leave here about 11 in the 
forenoon, reach the track in time to see the 
races commenced at 1 o’clock and return to 
Atlanta in time for supper. The railroad 
fare will be comparatively little for the 
trip. : 

The telegraphic dispatches from Macon 
yesterday announced that a programme of 
events for five days had already been ar- 
ranged, prefaced with the “inaugural han- 
dicap” sweepstakes for three-year-olds and 
upward, $300 to the winner, $10 to accom- 
pany the nominations and $20 added to 
start. Second money in this event will 
be 65 per cent, and third money 35 per 
cent, 

The purses will range from $150 and more 
up to $300 and more during the meeting, 


interspersed with “specials.”

HE WILL BE BROUGHT BACK

And Will Be Tried in the United 
States Court for Assaultirg 
Old Man Higgins. 


In a cell of ithe Dallas county, Texas, 
jail Len Goble, the assailant of old man 
Reuben Higgins, of Gilmer county, is now 
in confinement. 

The arrest of Goble, which was made 
several days ago, was accomplished by 
United States Deputy Marshal Love. The 
chase of the fugitive occupied several 
weeks and many miles of prairie were tra- 
versed before Goble was captured by the 
officer. 

Goble.has been a fugitive from justice 
for many months, and during the time 
he has been at large the government of- 
ficials have made every effort to effect his 
capture. 

Several months ago Len Goble, his broth- 
er, George Goble, and Mat Terry made 
an assault upon the person cf old man 
Higgins, a resident of Gilmer county. The 
attempt to take the vld man’s life almost 
proved successful. Higgins was cut many 
times and his clothes were ripped entirely 
from his body by the keen bladed knives 
of his assailants. The cutting took place 
in <ilmer county and occurred late in the 
afternoon. The deed was done in the pres- 
ence of several witnesses and the tax re- 
ceiver of that county. 

Cid man Higgins, so it is claimed, went 
to the place where county taxes were heing 
paid and met the men who beat him within 
an inch of his life. Higgins-had reported 
several stills and had won the ill-will of 
the people of his county. The part he had 
taken in the cases and the testimony he 
kad given before the giand jury were the 
cause of the cowardly assault. Meeting 
him in the road, the three men drew their 
krives and without a word of warning be- 
gan to sink the keen blades into the body 
of the defenseless and aged man. Higgins 
sank to the ground from the loss of blood, 
but the attack was continued until the 
men were tired and completely exhauste< 
Leaving him in the road supposedly dead, 
the men left him and fled the country. 

In a short time George Goble and Mat 
Terry were caught. They were given a 
speedy trial, convicted and sent to the 
penitentiary for a term of five years. They 
are now serving their sentences. Len Go- 
ble, it is claimed, was the leader of the 
assault and he immediately left the state 
after the cutting occurred. The govern- 
ment officials searched for him everywhere, 
but without success. He was not to be 
found and the officers nad about concluded 
that he had made good his escane, when 
a letter from Marshal Love was received 
the other day saying that he had _ been 
arrested in Dallas county, Texas, near 
Dallas. ‘The lIectter stated thot the fugitive 
had been followed for a long time and 
that his arrest was effected after a long 
and tedious chase. Marshal Love askeu 
for instructions and was wired that Goble 
was badly wanted and he was instructed 
to bring him to Atlanta, as the true bil] 
was against him, 

‘Lhe second letter has been received from 
Marshal Love, The letter reached Atlanta 
yesterday und stated that (Gobte wouid 
reach the city in about ten days. He is 
new in a cell in the jail at Dailas.

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The Council Committee Has Not Yet 
Decided the Fare Question. 


Examined the Consolidated’s Books 
as to the Cost of Improvements. 


Only a few days now and the pub- 
lic will know positively whether or not 
the city council has a legal right to in- 
tervene in the matter of 10 cents fare on 
the Consolidated. The decision of the 
council Monday next in the case will dis- 
nose of it finally and agitation will then 
doubtless cease. 

Another meeting of the special commit- 
tee from the council with the Consolidated 
people was held yesterday forenoon at ll 
o’clock at the office of Mr. Joel Hurt in the 
Equitable building. 

The council committee was made up with 
Dr. Nelms, chairman, and Messrs. Howell, 
Tolbert, Welch and Miller. President Hurt, 
General Manager Woodruff and Directors 
W. C. Sanders and Captain Harry Jackson 
represented the Consolidated. 

Reporters Excluded. 

There were several reporters also pres- 
ent. To the presence of the latter Mr. 
Hurt, by way of preface,,objected, since 
he desired the council committee to ex- 
amine especially the Consolidated’s books 
showing the large expenditures made by 
the company in preparation for the expo- 
sition traffic, also the book pertaining to 
other matters, and he did not care to have 
this information publicly stated because 
the Consolidated’s affairs had been mis- 
represented, he said, and he wanted to 
preclude further misrepresentation in the 
10 cents fare agitation. 

Chairman Nelms said he could not object 
to the presence of the reporters. He con- 
sidered his position that of a public ser- 
vant. The province of the committee lies 
between the rightful interests of the peo- 
ple on one side and that of the Consoli- 
dated on -the other, he argued. It was 
clearly evident he did not favor excluding 
the reporters. However, the meeting was 
in the private office of Mr. Hurt and if 
the latter insisted it was not in good taste 
for the committee to demur. 

The newspaper men left. 


Books Examined, 


The books showing the amounts put out 
by the Consolidated for rolling stock, ter- 
minal facilities, construction and improve- 
ment of tracks and other things necessary 
to facilitate the handling cf the exposi- 
tion crowds were pulled out and placed 
before the committee for verification of 
the statcments made by the Consolidated 


with reference to the expenditures. The 
committee was satisfied on this point— 


that the company had spent about $160,000 
in improvements. 

Dr. Nelms stated in the conference before 
the examination that the word.of Mr. Hurt 
on the subject was sufficient. 

Mr. Hurt then reiterated his arguments 
to sustain the company’s action in charging 
10 cents fare and to defend its position in 
the matter. He held that the same fare 
was chargéd at previcus expositions with- 
out any protest on the part of the public; 
that 10 cents will be charged from points 
across the city to the exposition grounds, 
which is no increase on the present 
schedule of charge. 

Committee To Report Monday. 

After an hour’s sitting the joint commit- 
tee arose. The council committee will meet 
tomorrow and, after deliberating over the 
question carefully, will formulate a report, 
which will- be presented to the council 
Monday for consideration and final ac- 
tion. Just what the report wiil recommend 
can only be conjectured at present, since 
no member of the committee has even 
faintly intimated his conclusion. 

Mr. Hurt was seen by a reporter but he 
had nothing to say for publication other 
than that the joint committee had met but 
had arrived at no tangible conclusion, so 
far as he knew. 7

He remarked that the city at- 
torney says the city is powerless, under 
the law, to interfere in the matter. This 
remerk was taken by the interrogator to 
indicate that the city would not interfere.
